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DETAILED ACTION 



Request for Continued Examination 

1 . The request filed on March 24, 2005, for a Request for Continued Examination 
(RCE) under 37 CFR 1.114 based on parent Application No. 09/574,472 is acceptable 
and a RCE has been established. An action on the RCE follows. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 1 1 2 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 1-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

(1 ) In claim 1 , (b), claim 6, (b) (i), and claim 1 1 , (a), recites the limitation "the 
effect" and "the ... perceptual quality of said signal". There is insufficient antecedent 
basis for the limitations in the claims. It is also unclear what "the effect" and "each 
member" are. 

(2) In claim 1 , line 1 0, claim 6, 1 2, and claim 1 1 , line 8, "combining" must perform 
for at least two "estimated effects" for at least two "transmission impairment factor(s)." 
However, it is contradiction to have combining for one estimated effect " of one 
transmission impairment factor as recited in the preceding limitation in claims; and 
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(3) Claims 1 and 6 recite the limitation "the value of a counter" in line 1 1 of claim 
1 and line 13 of claim 6. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the 
claim because "the value" is not introduced before. It is also unclear what the value is. 
(4) Claims 1 1 recites the limitation "the set of said subjective quality estimates" in 
line 14. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim.
